I tried to buy some Series E savings 


bonds at the local banks this week. The 
clerk asked me if they were for use in a 
chain letter, and when I told her they were, 
she wouldn't sell them to me. What gives? 


It is illegal to use savings bonds in a 


chain letter, and as agents of the Treasury 
Department with regard to bonds, banks 
cannot sell bonds for that use, according to 
Chester Sprinkle, president of State 
National Bank. 


After receiving numerous requests for 


the Series E bonds, Sprinkle said his staff 
began asking buyers if they intended to use 
the bonds in 
a 
chain 
letter 
and 


found that that, indeed, seemed to be the 
reason for the sudden interest in that 
series bond. 


A chapter titled 
"Chain 
Letter 


Schemes" in the "United States Savings 
Bond Service Manual" instructs banks not 
to issue bonds if the buyer states or the 
clerk has reason to assume the bonds will 
be used illegally, Sprinkle explained. 


"The issuing agents of U.S. Savings 


bonds (the banks) have been authorized 
and requested to reject applications for 
bonds where it is known or suspected that 
the bonds will be used illegally," the 
government manual instructs bankers. 


"The Treasury Department has asked 


that we not issue bonds for that purpose," 
Sprinkle noted, "and that's enough in- 
struction for me in the matter." 


Sprinkle said he has talked with officials 


from the city's other two banks and 
learned that they, too,\ are following 
procedures as outlined by the Treasury 
Department through the Federal Reserve 
Bank. 


Should someone be prosecuted for using 


the bonds in such a manner, Sprinkle was 
told by District Atty. Pat Batchelor, they 
could face a penalty of between $1 and 
$1,000 and a jail sentence of as much as six 
months. 


"Some people have been upset because 


they haven't been able to buy the bonds," 
he noted. "I guess they don't want to break 
the chain. But it will be broken by 
somebody; they always are." 


There's a lot of cheap exercise devices, 


medicines, and other gimmicks being 
advertised these days which claims to give 
you a body beautiful in six days, two 
weeks, etc. Are those companies bound by 
those promises? Are their products tested 
by the government before they can make 
such claims? 


The 
Federal 
Food 
and 
Drug 


Administration warns you to beware of 
such products and devices. 


"Often, the only thing these devices will 


help you loose is your money," an FDA 
spokesman said. 


Although the 
promoters 
of these 


"miracle products" claim they can take 
off weights and develop the bust, among 
other things, the FDA man said, the 
results they produce are questionable and 
some of the products m'ay even be 
hazardous to your health. 


Advertising in this country isn't cen- 


sured; so long as a manufacturer doesn't 
libel another product and can produce 
some type of documentation of his often- 
generalized claims, and so long as he 
doesn't actually guarantee that you will 
loose that amount of weight, the govern- 
ment has little say about such ads. 
Intentional deception is difficult to prove 
in such cases. 


The FDA had specific warnings about 


some of the gimmicks. For example, 
wrapping your body with soaked cloths 
and putting on a plastic suit to lose weighl 
is a gimmick that is not only ridiculous but 
dangerous, the FDA said. 


You could become overheated an 


dehydrated from excessive perspiration 
and the problem is especially risky fo 
overweight people with cardiac or cir 
dilatory problems. 


"Those 
other 
wonder 
machines 


amazing creams and fancy devices tha 
give you the empty promise of instan 
beauty are a myth," the FDA advised, "S 
save your money." 
There is a vacant lot in Bardwell being 


used to stack junk cars, farm implements, 
old refrigerators, and similar items. Is 
there a law requiring the owner to clean up 
the lot or at least construct a privacy fence 
to conceal it from public view? If so, who 
needs to be contacted to enforce this law? 


So far as Action Line has been able to 


determine, unless that lot is adjacent to an 
interstate highway there is no federal or 
state law requiring that the lot be cleaned 
up. 


John Raines of the State Attorney 


General's office in Austin said he knew of 
no such law in Texas. 


"I am not aware of such a law," Raines 


said. "I'm not saying-there isn't one, but if 
there is it is almost never used." 


Asst. District Atty. David Ralston said 


that he was also unfamiliar with such a 
law if it exists, and said that the majority 
of such cases are taken care of by city 
ordinance. 


If the lot in question borders on or is 


primary to an interstate highway, and if 
the property is not zoned "Industrial" by 
local government, then the Federal High- 
way Department can force the owner to 
clear the lot according to the Federal 
Highway Beautification Act, that agency 
said. 


Ralston said that about the only way for 


you to get the lot cleared is for you to file 
civil suit against the property owner if you 
feel you can prove the lot is a public 
nuisance. 


"If the junk is so bad that it causes a 


public nuisance," Ralston said, "and if you 
can prove that in a court of law, then you 
could force the owner to clear the lot." 


Ralston said such proof in court is often 


difficult, since the burden of proof is on the 
person filing suit. 


But, he said, as far as any governmental 


agency stepping in on your behalf and 
forcing the lot to be cleared, he knew of no 
law or agency with authority to do that.

"racial gerrymander". He said 
that the redistricting in 1969 
split the black vote, which is 
predominately in the southeast 
part of Corsicana, into three 
precincts. 


THE 
NAVARRO 
County 


Commissioner's

redistricted 
the

precincts in 1969 to comply with 
a U.S. Supreme Court ruling 
which stated that counties were 
under the one man-one vote 
rule. The precinct lines before 
1969 had 71 per cent of the 
population of Navarro County in 
Precinct One, Arlon Simmons, 
former county commissioner, 
testified. 


In the redistricting, however, 


the black vote in Navarro 
County was split into three 
precincts — Precincts One, Two 
and 
Three. 
The 
plaintiffs 


contend that this dilutes the 
black vote and makes it im- 
possible for a black to be elected 
county commissioner. 


Foley Wynn, the first witness 


for the plaintiffs, told the court 
that he had been appointed to a 
redistricting committee which 
the commissioners court for- 
med at that time.

office in 1974 al.l of the men- 
tioned towns had gravel roads 
making every ho me accessible 
to a paved ro ad. He also 
testified that, in almost every 
case, that there was no ap- 
preciable 
buildi ng 
of 
new 


houses which wen ! not on gravel 
roads. 


Simmons testified that the 


commissioners court devised 
the redistricting plan primarily 
to equalize the mileage of roads 
and bridges in each precinct so 
that county road and bridge 
money could simply be divided 
between the four precincts. He 
said that the county voting rolls 
were used to estimate the 
population in the precincts 
because the 1960 census was 
nine years old. He testified that 
there was no attempt after the 
1970 
census 
came 
out 
to 


redistrict the county according 
to the 1970 census figures. 


HE SAID THAT the shape of 


the precincts was determined 
by maintenance barns built for 
each precinct in the early 1960s 
at a cost of about $25,000 each. 
He said the lines were drawn so 
that each precinct would have 


equal population, road and 
bridge mileage and so that the 
barn would be near the center of 
the precincts 
so that the 


workers would not spend so 
much time taking machinery 
back and forth. Daves had 
questioned Simmons on the 
hour-glass shape of Precinct 
One. Simmons said this was to 
keep the barn in a central 
location and he also said 
Precinct One was in this shape 
historically.

redistricting 26.14 per cent of 
the voters in Navarro County 
were in Precinct One, 24.57 per 
cent of the voters were in 
Precinct Two; 24 per cent of the 
voters were in Precinct Three, 
and 25.28 per cent of the voters 
were in Precinct Four.

KERENS-While people in 


Kerens generally agree the 
downtown area needs to be 
beautified 
and 
refurbished, 


respondents to Khan Husain's 
questionnaire overwhelmingly 
said the history displayed in the 
area should be retained. 


The participants also agreed 


that the downtown area is the 
most important shopping area 
in town, and should remain so. 
The people seemed very con- 
cerned that "rebuilding" does 
not take place as Kerens grows. 
In reference to downtown, one 
participant said "It needs a 
major 
program 
of 
im- 


provement, but not rebuilding— 
renovation." 


HUSAIN CONCLUDES that 


such a program could be un- 
dertaken rather inexpensively. 
"Painting the buildings and 
improving the store fronts with 
some planting of trees and 
shrubs on both sides of Cottell 
Avenue and perhaps widening 
the sidewalks is just about 
everything that needs to be 
done," he said. Husain added 
that the cost of such a program 
is 
insignificant 
when 
the 


benefits to be gained are taken 
into account. 


Although 
the 
respondents 


realized the importance of the 
commercial strip development 
along Highway 31, most were 
concerned about the disorderly 
fashion in which it has grown.

carefully. He also concluded 
that the majority of Kerens 
residents think future growth, 
including 
apartment con- 


struction, should be distributed 
throughout the town rather than 
all placed along the Highway 31 
strip. 


ON THE SUBJECT of jobs 


and industries, the participants 
all favored "an 
agressive 


program to attract industries to 
the city." Husain noted that 


some participants 
indicated 


their preference for small scale 
industries which will provide 
jobs and expand the city's 
economy, 
but 
will 
not 


dramatically increase the size 
of the city. "This is reflective of 
the people's wish that Kerens 
should never grow too big to 
lose its small town character," 
Husain said. 


Concerning public facilities, 


Husain said the majority of the 
participants felt that existing 
parks and recreation, facilities 
are not adequate. Most said the 


problem was not the amount of 
actual park space available, as 
the quality of the equipment. All 
indicated that the existing 
facilities are 
well utilized. 


Husain also noted that van- 
dalism in parks in Kerens is not 
a problem as it is in many other 
small cities. 


HOWEVER, HUSAIN con- 


cluded that the city must create 
additional park space. He also 
noted that while most of the 
people feel that parks and 
schools 
should 
be 
jointly 


developed, the majority think 
parks and schools should be 
built under separate programs. 


The area of schools was one in 


which all responents seemed 
most satisfied. Husain noted 
that the manner in which the 
schools are run, particularly the 
efforts of one of the principals, 
was given praise by all. "It also 
appears that no additional 
facilities will be needed in the 
forseeable future," he added. 


Dainage 
faculties 
were 


named as a major problem, 
however, the participants noted 


that some parts of town are 
.subject to flooding even after 
small rains. Husain noted that 
the majority felt these areas 
should have those problems 
alleviated before any future 
development took place in 
them. 


WHILE SEVERAL problems 


were listed in the area of water 
and sewage systems, many of 
them will be taken care of by a 
$100,000 grant Kerens recently 
received approval for. A new 
sewage treatment plant is also 


under 
construction 
with 


assistance being provided by 
the Environmental Protection 
Agency. These two programs 
will greatly reduce problems in 
those areas. 


Husain also noted that 60 per 


cent of the respondents said a 
small hospital was needed in 
Kerens. However, he added that 
one respondent who opposed the 
need for a hospital mentioned 
the fact that a doctor is needed 
first. 


In his concluding remarks, 


Husain pointed out what he 


derived 
to be the major 


problems and needs of Kerens. 
Among them were increased 
housing, more jobs and in- 
dustries, 
a 
downtown 


beautification project, street 
improvement and 
improved 


parks and recreation facilities. 


"Despite the problems, the 


City of Kerens has some won- 
derful assets," Husain said. 
Among those he listed were the 
school system, good land, good 
highways, good fire protection, 
law and order and good chur- 
ches.
